Postoffice Department 
Plans Salvage Campaign 
For Worn Out Equipment 


The Postal Bulletin of August 
3, gives detailed instructions to 
Postal Employees for instituting a 
salvage campaign in post offices 
throughout the land for worn out 
defective and discarded materials. 

How many tons of postoffice 
pen points should go into this 
huge scrap heap is a matter that 
only time can answer. 

Perhaps a salvage campaign on 
the part of office executives with 
a definite housecleaning of office 
desks would also turn up an im- 
mense amount of scrap metal once 
it was all gathered in one heap. 

A frequent overhauling of our 
own desk drawers usually turns 
up a quantity of broken rubber 
bands, others that have become 
ossified or petrified as well as a 
number of rubber stamps for 
which we have no further use 
not to mention defective staples 
that have come from our desk 
stapler, bent pins and paper clips, 
with other items of various sorts. 
All this stuff might be wadded in- 
to sharpnel shells without being 
reworked. A load in the right 
spot would keep many a Jap on 
his feet for some time after ap- 
plication. 


—————€to take notice of this develop- 


ment. News and advertising of 
the hobby are beginning to appear 
in the stamp magazines and the 
stamp departments of the larger 
newspapers, the interest in society 
affiliation has increased, postal 
stationery exhibits are once more 
receiving recognition in national 
stamp shows, collectors are show- 
ing foreign postal stationery in 
stamp club meetings and even the 
auction houses of late have shown 
some interest in the subject. 


In the early days of stamp col- 
lecting foreign postal stationery 
was much in favor with American 
collectors and up until the turn 
of the century a large amount of 
space was devoted to the subject 
by leading stamp journals. About 
that time the Scott Stamp and 
Coin company dropped its listing 
of foreign cut squares from the 
publication of its foreign postal 
card catalogue. The British firms 
of Stanley Gibbons and Bright’s 
followed suit and the general re- 
sult was that the collecting of 
stamped envelopes, newspaper 
wrappers, letter cards and postal 
ecards of the world fell into the 
doldrums. In spite of this situa- 
tion French, Belgium and German 
postal stationery societies, carried 
on and this form of collecting con- 
tinued important on the continent, 
The German Senf Catalogues were 
issued annually until about 1911 
and Dr. Ascher carried on with 
even a larger and more compre- 
hensive catalogue issued at long 
intervals. The last Ascher was 
issued in 1928 and exceeded 1400 
pages. The abridged Beckhaus 
catalogue of entries of the world 
was printed in 1938 and ran 900 
pages. 

Then, as previously stated, the 
collecting of foreign stationery 
came once more into favor on the 
American continent and_ vast 
progress has been made during the 
past five years. Efforts are being 
made to produce a catalogue of 
postal stationery of the world in 
the English language and the first

New Series Of Polish 
Exile Stamps Showing 
Polish Cities In Ruins 


Gabriel F. Turula of Rochester, 
N. Y. sends the following clipping 
concerning a new set of Polish 
stamps just released in London. 

“Eight postage stamps have 
been issued by the Polish Gov- 
ernment in London. They will in- 
terest collectors but they have 
a limited usefulness, The stamps, 
which illustrate war subjects, will 
be used from Polish ships at sea, 
and Polish troops in Britain will 
be given an opportunity of send- 
ing their mail via Polish ships. 

In design and color they resem- 
ble earlier Polish issues. They 
show airplanes, tanks, machine- 
gunners and war ruins in Polish 
cities. One stamp has a view of 
charred beams of a bombed build- 
ing, with St. John’s Cathedral in 
the background. The center de- 
sign is surmounted by the Virtuti 
Cross which was awarded to the 
city for its heroic resistance.

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Novelist George Isaac's 
Honored On A Colombian 
Agricultural Fair Stamp 


By KENT B. STILES 

When Columbia selected the 
Cauca Valley town fo Palmira for 
holding the republic’s Eighth Na- 
tional Agricultural Fair and Ex- 
position, beginning on July 4, the 
postal administration paid phila- 
telic tribute to one of Colombia’s 
foremost romantictists, Jorge 
Isaacs (1837-1859), whose senti- 
mental idyl] ‘““Maria’”’ is associated 
with Palmira and is recognized 
as the most famous Spanish- 
Ameican novel. 

On a 50-centavos light blue- 
green, in a two-stamp series com- 
memorating the exposition is pic- 
tured the hacienda which is the 
scene of much of the action in 
Isaacs’s book and was the home 
of Maria, the leading character. 
This colonial ranch house, where 
Isaacs lived and labored, is known 
as “El Paraiso” (Paradise), and 
stands on the slopes of the Cen- 
tral Cordillera Mountains. Under 
the illustration on the 50 cent “El 
Paraiso de Isaacs—Palmira” is 
inscribed. 

The other stamp is a 30 cent 
claret presenting Palmira’s shield 
within a wreath above the city’s 
name, Palmira, with a population 
of 60,000 in the Department of 
Valle, is an agricultural commun- 
ity containing Colombia’s_ great- 
est sugar refineries and owed its 
earlier prosperity to the tobacco 
that bears its name. 


Jorge Isaacs’s “Maria” was 
published in 1867 and won en- 
during recognition in Spanish 


‘American literature, and has been 
translated into many languages. 
Before producing this sentimen- 
tal story of a Colombian planta- 
tion Issscs had attracted attention 
as a poet, his chief successes being 
“My Father’s House,” “River 
Moro,” “Silent Night’ and “The 
Soldier’s Tomb.” 

Born in Cali, Isaacs was the 
gon of a wealthy English family 
who kad _ settled in Colombia. 
‘After “Maria” appeared, Isaacs 
entered politics and served in sev- 
eral Provincial legislatures.—The 
New York Times.

At the time of this writing 
(August 4th) airmail service has 
not been inaugurated on AM-58. 
This 1s the new airmail route be- 
tween Detroit, Mich., and St. 
Louis, Mo. via Toledo, Dayton and 
Cincinnati, Ohio. Transcontinental 
& Western Airlines, the contrac- 
tors of the route, have been main- 
taining passenger service between 
these points for several years, so 
it is only probable that airmail 
service will be inaugurated as 
soon as the proper Congressional 
appropriation is made. Since ser- 
vice on Cincinnati-St. Louis sec- 
tor is now suspended, the inaug- 
ural flithts will only be between 
Detroit and Cincinnati via To- 
ledo and Dayton, with service to 
St. Louis coming at a later date. 


No date had been set for the 
resumption of service into Terre 
Haute, Ind., on AM-2. 


Eastern Airlines have resumed 
service on that part of AM-40 be- 
tween sAtlanta, Ga., and Tampa, 
Fla., via Tallahassee. Service on 
the Tallahassee-Memphis and 





Muscle-Shoals-Nashville sectors 
are still suspended.

Continuing the data on meter 
imprints on cigarettes, the Ken- 
tucky item comes in a beautiful 
shade of red and number 20629 
shows one cent paid, while 
20628 and 20632 show two cents 
paid, 

In Rhode Island from June 1, 
1939 until July 1, 1940 there was 
a law requiring a tax to be paid 
on toba:co products other than 
cigarettes. During this short time, 
there was a meter used. I have 
one biownish tape perforated at 
both ends. It reads, “Rhode Is- 
land Tobacco Tax .08 P. B. Meter 
637- August 1, 1939". At the pre- 
sent time these are hard to find. 

My advice to the serious col- 
lector of meter ciggies is to notice 
where the imprint appears. If it is 
on the folded cellophane, it will 
not be a desirable item to save. Try 
and select the imprints with read- 
able numbers if you are buying 
cigarettes to increase your collec- 
tion of meter imprints. 

Arthur Stevens of Lakewood, 

New Jersey sends in a return re- 
ply envelope which bears a meter 
and inquires about it. This is an- 
other use of meters for prepaying 
postage, but it is not the common 
reply envelope where postage 
due is collected from the firm to 
whom it is addressed. These are 
quickly recognized as the covers 
bear a printed address with the 
message above “No postage stamp 
necessary, postage has been pre- 
paid by”. When this cover is 
used, the post office cancels it 
on the reverse side. In Canada 
this is handled a little differently 
for “Return Postage Prepaid’ 
may be used in place of the town- 
mark. While this is supposed to 
be a convenience to the firm 
owning a meter, very few such 
covers are found in going through 
piles of metered mail. 
Latest reports on the depart- 
mental permits include ‘“‘no. 54” 
used in Washington with corner- 
ecard of War Production Board, 
and “Dept. Permit no. 40’ from 
office of the Chief of Ordnance. 
A cover from the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority bearing Depart- 
mental Permit no. 41 shows no 
town circle at all. A meter new- 
comer on penalty envelopes is 
108063 with corner card of Navy 
Dept., Bremerton, Washington. 
The slogan is boxed and reads, 
“Official Navy Departmental 
Mail” and the town circle, “‘Bre- 
merton, Wash. Navy Yard Sta.”, 
.06 paid for airmail. 

Art Lee furnishes data on de- 
partmental permit no. 1 from Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio used by Regional 
Office of Home Owners Loan Cor- 
poration. 

Stamp collectors always eager 
to add new stamps for their al- 
bum often try to trade meter 
slogans for stamps, but this is an 
unfair trade all around. Slogans 
are not worth more than 30-40c 
a hundred and postage is quite 
high. Two or three nice stamps 
could easily be equivalent to 100 
slogans and they would go for 
letter postage.

a crude “horseless carriage” 
frightened the horses along the 
streets of this historic river city, 
and men with vision planned a 
new era of gasoline and rubber.

Further- 
more, the leading stove manufac- 
turing plant in the world is lo- 
cated in Detroit, the leading add- 
ing machine, pharmaceutical and 
electrical refrigeration plants, as 
well as the leading copper and 
brass rolling mills. Detroit, too, 
is first in production of salt and 
salt products, marine engines, 
paints and varnishes, freight cars, 
vacuum cleaners, twist drills, 
seeds and a large variety of manu- 
factured products which the world 
uses, 
And that same Detroit. River 
that once served the Indians and 
early French and British as a 
shining canoe-path now is a com- 
mercial waterway which carries 
a tonnage equaled by no other 
water route in the world. Night 
and day, during the navigation 
season, almost every form of wa- 
ter craft glides by Detroit’s front 
door. Palatial passenger steamers 
arrive and leave % rapid suc- 
cession. Majestic freighters bear- 
ing coal, iron ore, wheat, auto- 
mobiles and other cargoes of es- 
sentials parade between Detroit 
and her neighbor, Windsor, in a 
continuous procession. Thorugh- 
out the season, an average of one 
boat every three minutes passes 
up or down the Detroit River, it 
has been proven, 

But with an important com- 
mercial waterway in the front 
yard, and with Detroit’s tremend- 
ous industrial capacity, the city 
has not yet forgotten the. beauti- 
ful and cultural side of enjoyable 
living. Streets tunneled through 
lovely trees, broad and shady 
boulevards, massively beautiful 





and modern sky-scrapers, rich 
theaters, stable universities, an 
art center and a museum, all go 
into making Detroit a city where 
the people can live happily and 
intelligently. 


Detroit’s park system is fam- 
ous. In the very shadow of the 


downtown. buildings are open 
stretches of green grass, shady 
trees, and sparkling fountains. 


Every section of the city has at 
least one of these breathing spots. 
Belle Isle, the 1,000 acre tract at 
the north end of the Detroit River 
has been called the finest city 


(park in the world. Originally pur- 


chased from the Indians in 1789 
for eight barrels of tobacco, the 
City of Detroit took Belle Isle out 
of private hands 90 years later 
and gave it to the people for a 
recreational playground. The green 
island has been developed to meet 
the wide recreational needs of a 
metropolitan area.-Here on Belle 
Isle are acres of picnic grounds, 
winding lagoons for canoeing, 
athletic fields, a band shell which 
is used in the summer for concerts 
by the Detroit Symphony Orches- 
tra, an aquarium and a horticul- 
tural building where blooms from 
all over the world are displayefi. 

Visitors to Detroit are always 
attracted out broad Woodward 
Avenue to the modern and unusual 
Zoo. Covering 125 acres of land, 
the Zoo has no cages or bars to 
retain the animals. Every beast 
is kept in a large enclosure in an 
atmosphere reproduced directly 
from his own natural habitat. Only 
wide moats and waist-high guard 
fences separte the animals from 
the spectators. Close to the Zoo 
is the “nrine of the Little Flow- 
er, home church of the noted 
“radio priest,” Father Charles E. 
Coughlin. 

In Detroit's adjoining city of 
Dearborn are the famous Ford 
Rotunda, Edison Institute and 
Greenfield Village. The Rotunda 
is an exact replica of the Ford 
exhibit at the Chicago Century of 
Progress World’s fair. 

Greenfield Village, which drew 
more visitors last year than any 
other attraction in the State of 
Michigan, stands as a living rec- 
ord of the development of Detroit 
and the United States. In the Edi- 
scn Institute at Greenfield Vil- 
lage can be seen the stages in, the 
development of practically every 
phase of American life from Col- 
onial pottery, glassware literature 
and furniture to industrial nteth- 
ods and transportation. Under the 
roof of this great museum is stored 
such a collection of American an- 
tiques that it is impossible to rea- 
lize the years of effort required to 
accomplish the display, 

Henry Ford's historical Green- 
field Village is the expression of 
the sentiment America holds for 
the treasures of its tradition. 
Here Mr. Ford has grouped hun- 
dreds of interesting relics of 
American life and has founded 
a typical American village of Co- 
lonial days to perpetuate the in- 
stitutions that grew and flourish- 
ed out of the American ideal liv- 
ing. On the village green stands 
the famous Clinton Inn, built in 
1830,one of the important stops 
for stage coaches on the Chieago 
turnpike. Nearby is the courthouse 
where Abraham Lincoln first 
practiced law, rebuilt from the 
actual original materials. The tan- 
nery, wagon works and harness 
shop, the little New England 
church, the traditional old red 
school, the cobbler, and the famous 
Smith Creek railroad _ station 
which is associated with the late 
Thomas A. Edison, are all here 
in an instructive and reminiscent 
ensemble of American history. 

And so, Detroit stands today, a 
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city of contrasts and paradoxes 
A city of machinery and art, jg _ 
and yet young—with. a taste of 
Old World at its doors, Detroj 
remains the. expression of ‘the 
New, Circumstances has made jt 
the industrial capital of the world, 
and yet it would take a long search 
to find a city which can 

such a variety of real enjoyment, 

All this ane more is offered the 
citizens of America who come fg 
Detroit for business or pleasure, 
It is because of all these interest, 
ing and fascinating attractions o 
Detroit and vicinity that Detroit 
is so frequently 
Convention city by hundreds of 
clubs and societies all over Amep.

New Bureau Catalogue 
Reviewed By Publisher 
An Unusual Innovation 


Mitchell-Hoover Catalog of 
United States Bureau Precancels. 
g6th Edition, August 1942. 136 pp. 
Verona, N. J., S. G. Rich; $1.00 
post free. 

Linn’s introduces the novelty 
of inviting me, as publisher, to re- 
yiew my own newest book. But 
who other than the publisher of 
a stamp book, unless it be the 
editor or pricer, can be more a- 
ware of what has been attempted 
and how far it has been accom- 
plished? And the laws for entry 
of periodicals in the mai] prevent 
my making this review in any 
sense and advertisement, 

In making the new “Burro 
Kitty” the lister (Dr. Mitchell 
and the pricer (Berton Hoover) 
have worked as never hitherto, 
to make the sort of completely 
reliable list of these popular 
stamps and their market prices, 
that the dealers and collectors 
alike want. It has been a pleasure 
to cooperate, by watching their 
requests for such matters as em- 
phasis upon urgent matters by 
pold face type, clear separation 
of the issue, Prexy and Defense 
lists under each office by care- 
ful spacing of the lines, and so 
forth. In just thig, one respect of 
convenience of use, I feel that 
our detail work has wel] justified 
the time it has taken. 

With over 180 offices coming to 
use the new “narrow” or B-15 
overprints since the 1941 catalog, 
naturally, a host of new type ill- 
ustrations have been required. It 
has been possible to secure all 
but a very smal] number of ill- 


ustrations. Curiously enough, 
plenty of copies of one item 
showed up just too late, after 


the book was printed—and this 
was an item we hadn’t been able 
to illustrate last year either 

The new catalog shows a very 
definite upward trend in report- 


eau Prints. I want to make it 
clear that the trend is there, be- 
cause the available supplies of 
many items are being absorbed, 
and that the catalog is reporting 
the actual retail prices being se- 
cured for copies, pairs, or blocks, 
bought singly by collectors, at 
the time the forms were closed. 
Locally, in any one area, some 
prices may seem out of line for 
a short time—but that is only due 
to a local ovverstock or scarcity. 

Mr. Hoover has exceptional 
cooperation in the way of reports 
from other dealers this year, as to 
items which either have sold at 
prices different from those of a 
year ago, or have been on all 
want lists anl which can’t be sup- 
plied. A large part of the price 
increases are due to the use of 
this information.

In the “old type” stamps of he 
1920’s, increases have been pretty 
general, affecting probably half 
the total number of stamps, and 
generally being about a 30 per 
cent increase. The reader must 
recall that the prices are for 
stamps in a_ specified condition 
of centering, and that in many 
cases poor copies are plentiful, 
while those of catalog standard 
are increasingly scarce. Mr. Hoov. 
er has cared for this by giving 
“C condition” and “design cut” 
and “clipped” prices in many 
cases in addiiton to the regular 
listing. 

I am frankly proud of the job 
Dr. Mitchell and Mr. Hoover 
have done and think the collectors 
will enjoy and appreciate its ac- 
curacy.

Commemorative Stamps 
Of The Empire - Barbados 


Barbados was among the small 
number of British Collonies which 
commemorated with specia! issues 
of postage stamps the Diamond 
Jubilee of Her late Majesty Queen 
Victoria. For this purpose the fa- 
maliar device of the Seal of the 
colony, already figuring upon the 
normal stamps, was adapted for 
the commemorative issue by en- 
closing it in a diamond-shaped 
frame and surrounding it with the 
heraldic emblems of the United 
Kingdom. This was done at the 
suggestion of Mr. E. F. S. Bowen 
of the Public Works Department, 
whose preliminary sketch, carried 
out in enlarged format, formed 
the basis of the finished design. 

Through unforseen circumstan- 
ces the Diamond Jubilee stamps 
were not available to the public 
until November 1897 (five months 
after the official celebration), but 
they remained valid for postal 
purposes down to the end of 1901. 

The rst printing upon white 
paper was followed in 1898 by a 
second supy§y which came on pa- 
per with a decidedly bluish tint, 
all values being found in both 
varieties. In the case of the bleute 
stamps, nowever, care should be 
taken to see that the colours ars 
not faded, particularily as regards 
used copies, as it is possible to 
obtain a false blue effect by long 
exposure to the rays of the ‘sun. 

As will be seen from the fol- 
lowing figures representing 
“numbers printed” of each de- 
ncmination no more than 10,000 
complete sets can exist, viz-: Y¥d., 
500,000; %2d., 500,000, 1d., 50,000; 
24d., 50,040; 5d., 18,480; 6d., 15,- 
360; 8d., 20,040; 10d., 12,240; 2/6, 
10,000. These totals are compre- 
hensive of both printings. 

The 2%4d. value exists with 
watermark inverted, but  other- 
wise there are no prominent va- 
rieties. 

The second occasion for indulg- 
ing in a commemorative stamp 
issue came to Barbados with the 
celebration of the Centenary of 
the Battle of Trafalgar, in which 
the islanders claimed particular 
interest by reason of the fact that 
in Trafalgar Square at Bridge- 


town, the eapital city, stands 
what is reputed to be the first 
monument erected to Nelson’s 


memory (1813). It is this memo- 
rial that, flanked by palm trees 
to lend local colour forms the 
subject of the design prepared by 
the Solicitor General, Mr, G. S. 
Goodman, for the centenary 
stamps which, engraved and re- 
cess printed by Thos. De La Rue 
& Co. in London, did not finally 
materialize until March ist, 1906 
—again five months after the ac- 
tual anniversary date. 

Two separate sets of thése 
stamps may bc differentiated; 
one on thick, opaque paper with a 
creamy tinge, and the other upon 
thin, bluish-tinted paper. No fig- 
ures are available, excepting as 
regards the 2d. value, of which it 
is understood 50,000 copies were 
supplied in all. 

There is a shade variety of the 
1/- stamp of this series, having 
the border printed in deep lake 
instead of the normal rose. Both 
the %4d, and 1d. values may be 
found with the watermark in- 
verted. 

A second supply of stamps in 
the “Nelson” design, which was 
taken into use as from July 6th, 
1907, was printed upon paper wa- 
termarked with the new Multiple 
Crown C. A. device, and com- 
prised the denominations %4d., 
2d. and 212d. only. Of these there 
were printed 50,000 copies of the 
%4d stamp, 12,00C of the 2d. and 
27,000 -f the 242d. The latter in- 
cluded a small quantity (said to 
number only 2,000) with the 
frame printed in indigo instead of 
the usual bright blue. They be- 
came obsolete in August and 
September 1907. 

The first recorded landing upon 
the island known as_ Barbados 
was made in 1605 by Sir Olive 
Leigh, ‘fa worshipful knight of 
Kent,” who marked the spot by 
setting un a wooden cross ~where- 
or. was carved the_ inscription 
“James K. of E. and of this is- 
land,” thus proclaiming it to be 
part of the King’s dominions. To 
Lady Carter, wife of the then 
governor of the colony, it attri- 
buted the design of the solitary 





stamp created in commemoration 
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of the anniversary and first is- 
sued on August 15th, ‘1906. It 
shows the good ship Olive Blos- 
som in which Sir Olive Leigh 
voyaged to the West Indies (cop- 
ied from an old print) in a setting 
of the bearded fig trees that flour- 
ish on Barbados, The stamp was 
engraved and recess printed by 
De La Rue & Co., in sheets of 60. 
Again there is no record of the 
“numbers-printed,” but the stamp 
had a short currency and has ap- 
preciated steadily in value during 
the intervening years. 


Fourteen years later the fourth 
series of Barbadian commemora- 
tives made its appearance, on 
September 9th, 1920, in celebra- 
tion of the Allied victory in the 
Great War of 1914-18. The 11 
denominations embraced two dif- 
ferent designs prepared by Mr. 
W. Lambert Phillips, Colonial 
Treasurer, the one being a re- 
production in miniature of the 
famous ‘‘Winged Victory” in the 
Paris Louvre, whilst the other, 
used for the higher values, repre- 
sented the figure of “Victory” by 
the Victoria Memorial facing 
Sir Thomas Breck that surmounts 
Buckingham Palace, London. 


The “numbers printed” of this 
series are, fortunately, on record, 
a. follows: “4d.. 50,000; 42d., 500,- 


000; 1d., 1,200,000; 2d., 50,000; 
2%d., 100,000; 3d., 60,000; 44., 
60,000; 6d., 60,000; 1/-, 30,000; 
2/-, 30,000; 3/-, 20,000. All of 


these had the Multiple Crown C. 
A. watermark, the 1d. and 3d. 
values existing with watermark 
inverted, the %d. and1J2d. with 
watermark inverted and reversed, 
and ‘he 1/-, 2/-, and 3/- with 
watermark sideways to the right 
instead of to the left as is normal 
for those denominations. 

A second printing of the 1d. 
value only was made upon Scrip 
C, A. watermarked paper to the 
tune of 500,000 copies and was 
released on August 22nd, 1921. 
All were exhausted, except for a 
small quantity of the 3/- stamp, 
by March 1924. The “remainder” 
of the 3/- was officially destroy- 
ed in the following year, thus ac- 
counting for the scarcity of that 
particular value. The market 
value of the “Victory” set has 
risen sharply in recent years and 
now stands at about 50/- in mint 
condition. 

A single penny stamp of special 
design was authorized to be is- 
sued in connection with the cele- 
bration of the Tercentenary of the 
colonisation of” Barbados, by 
James, Earl of Carlisle, under 
Letters Patent of King Charles 1 
in 1627, a prize ur 10 pounds be- 
ing offered to local artists for an 
appropriate design. This was 
supplied by Miss Cox and en- 
graved and recess printed by 
Bradbury, Wilkinson & Co. in 
London. On the left appears the 
head of Charles 1 (after Van 
Dyck) and on the right, also in 
a medallion, that of H. M. King 
George V. Between the two vig- 
nettes appears a glimpse of a 
Barbados plantation, whilst the 
Centenary dates “1627-1927” fig- 
ure in the lower angles of the 
design, which is-carried out in 
transverse rectangular format. 
Placed on sale originally on Feb- 
ruary 17th, 1927, the Tercentenary 
stamp was withdrawn from circu- 
lation on September 30th follow- 
ing, and although a total of one 
million copies was ordered, ap- 
prcximately 10 per cent, remain- 
ed on hand at the end of the 
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authorized period of currency 
and was subsequently destroyed. 

Another tercentenary, that of 
the establishment of the Genera] 
Assembly of Barbados in 1639, 
was the subject of the last serieg 
of commemorative stamps to em- 
anate frim the colony to date. 
This made its appearance on June 
27th, 1939, and was in concurrent 
circulation with the general stamp 
issue for a period of twelve 
months from that date. The de. 
sign, engraved and recess printed 
by Thos. De La Rue & Co. in 
London, presents a view of the 
present Hall of Assembly, dating 
back to 1874, with portraits of 
King Charles 1 and His present 


Majesty inset, In a panel extend. ~ 


ing across the foot of the design 
is the mace. 

No figures are available as to 
the numbers printed of each of 
the five denominations, but the 
set already shows signs of follow. 
ing the upward trend of the other 
commemorative stamps of Barba- 
dos.

First day covers are from Al. 
bany, Rome, Syracuse and Utica, 
New York, in spite of the fact 
that the official announcement 
again carried the statement of first 
day sale at Washington and at the 
Agency. 





Watch British Colonials 
For Perforation Changes 


It seems advisable to check up 
on the perforations of all new 
printings of current Colonial 
stamps as they appear, nowadays. 
Once it was otherwise. If the 
stamp was a De La Rue product- 
ion it was tolerably certain that 
the perforation would normally 
gauge 14 all round; a “Bradbury” 
would be most likely 12, a “Har- 
rison” 131%x14%, or a ‘“Water- 
low’’ 1214, these being the pre- 
dominant gauges associated with 
the work of their respective 
establishments. Now all this is 
changed and a greater variety of 
perforations must be looked fo 
in view of the many diffrent 
machines that are in service in 


the big stamp printing plants 
to-day. 
The first notable alerations 


came in 1932, when the contem- 
porary “Seal’”’ type stamps of 
Barbados began to appear with a 
new D.L. R. perforatiun of 1314x- 
1214, instead of the original 14 as 
applied to these stamps of the 
initial printings in 1925. In 1935 
the Ceylon pictorials were per- 
forated on another new machine 
gauging 1134x13%, and this was 
used also for the pictorial stamps 
supplied for Kenya Colony in the 
same year. 

At the present time there 
would appear to be in use at the 
De La Rue factory no less than 
nine different perforators, gaug- 
ing 1154, 12%, 13, 1344, 1344, 1334, 


14, 14%, 1434, either separately 
or in combination, 
Bradbury, Wilkinsons, besides 


the familiar. perf. 12, have mach- 
ines gauging 1114%4x11% and 13x- 
14; again used singly or in com- 
bination, but chiefly the latter. 
The ctandard ““Waterlow” gauge 
is 12% all round, but a new perf. 
13%4x1234 was introduced for 
Grenada stamps in 1936, whilst 
others having gauges of 134%4x11%4 
and 14 all round-have been intro- 
duced more recently by this firm. 
The normal perforation found 
upon “Harrison” products are 
143%4x12 (Grenada), 13%xl14% 
(Palestine), 1334x1434 (Seychel- 
les) and 14 all round (Virgin Is).

double page spread is purely in- 
cidental to this circulation. It is 
done simpiy in order to bring his 
popular sales before a larger 
audience. The cost of the adver- 
tisement in question may be con- 
sidered high by some stamp deal- 
ers, but evidently Mr. Herst feels 
that the value of sending his cat- 
alog to some 12,000 readers who 
might otherwise not see it far 
outweighs the nominal cost. 

Collectors of the United States 
stamps, and dealers whose prin- 
cipal problem today is replacing 
material that has been sold, and 
obtaining wanted material for 
customers, should be sure to look 
for this ad, and submit their bids. 
Mr. Herst’s reputation for fair 
dealing and for pleasing auction 
buyers is well known and we do 
not hestitate to recommend him 
to our readers’ attention.

POSTAL STATIONERY VERY 
POPULAR FIELD FOR STUDY 


Continued From Page 1 





ing published in The Scientific 


Philatelist, published at Wards- 
boro, Vermont. 
Recently I searched through 


some stamp magazines published 
in the nineties to determine how 
foreign postal stationery was sell- 
ing at that time, The results of 
this little research were rather 
astonishing to me and I give the 
reader herewith a few examples. 

For example, consider the Scott 
Stamp & Coin Company sale of 
February 4 and 5, 1892. A Thurn 
& Taxis 42 sgr. orange envelope 
of 1861 sold for $7. This item is 
now listed by Ascher at 50 marks, 
or say $29.00 American money. A 
used 2d blue Mulready sheet 
brought $7.25. These list at $16.00 
by Ascher and I would say a 
nice copy today would be well 
worth $10 and up. 

This company’s next sale took 
place Feb. 25th of that year. At 
this sale a North German Con- 
federation postbezirk envelope, 
one showing a 3 kr. Confederation 
stamp over a Prussian nine kreu- 
zer, brought $5.25. The magazine 
does not state whether this item 
was used or unused, but the pre- 
sent catalogue price of the, used 
is $6.40 and of the unused $6.00. 
Undoubtedly that item is worth 
fvll catalogue today. 

In the May 4-5 1892 sale of the 
same company. a Baden 18 kr en- 
velope, an original with the cor- 
ners clipped. brought $5.00. The 
lister does not say whether this 
was mint or used but it is to be 
assumed that it was mint and in 
very poor condition for even 
those days this was a very rare 
item. Ascher today lists the mint at 
$2400 in the least expensive 
small size and at $800.00 used, 
figuring at 40 cents to the mark. 
Fair examples of this envelope 
today should be worth $100.00 or 
more, Both the 12 kr. and 18 kr. 
of the 1858 in either the small or 
large size are mighty rare items. 

A  Mecklenburg-Schwerin 5 
schilfing plue envelope of the 1856 
issue with the large size inscrip- 
tion diagonally across the corner 
fetched a price of $7.25 but this 
evidently was a cut square as it 
was described as good margins 
but not very fine. The mint entire 
today is listed 1200 marks, or 
about $480.00. 


In December of 1892, the Scott 
Company sold two of the rare 
Prussian octagonals, The 5 Sgr. 
violet, entire envelope, large size, 
cancelled and described as fine 
brought $18.25. That does not 
seem much of a price now when 
we consider that this item is listed 
1,000 marks and probably worth 
around $300 01 more in fine con- 
diton. The 7 Sgr. red, entire, small 
size, mint and very fine prought 
$44 as against a present-day list 
price of 275 marks or say a little 
more than $100. A Saxony 1862 
envelope, small size, mint, 5 ng. 
violet, brought $12.25 in this sale 
and is priced $60.00 today. 

A month later a cut square of 
the one shilling yellow Mauri- 


tius envelope on thin bluish paper 
brought the exceptional price of 
$51.00 in a New York auction. 
The entire today is Ascher No. 4 
and is listed entire at 1500 marks 
or say $00.00, This is one of the 
scarcest oi British Colonials. 

In the same sale a mint entire 
of Russia, Ascher No. 1, 10 kop. 
black (eagle with broad tail) 
watermarked coat of arms, the 
searcest of the Empire _ issues, 
sold for a mere $10.25 and at the 
same time the 20 kop blue entire 
of the same issue, mint brought 
$11.00. Someone evidently got a 
fine bargain in the first number, 
because that entire is now listed 
at $200.00. while the 20 kop (of 
which there are two sub varieties) 
sells for $16.00 or $40.00, accord- 
ing to the shade of the stamp. 

The 15 cents Chile envelope on 
yellowish paper of the 1873 issue 
fetched 36.55 and today is listed 
at $40.00, A used example of the 
Finnish envelope of the 1845 ise 
sue, 10 kop black, coat of arms in 
an oval, went at $14.00 and today 
sells for around $24.00. A penny 
black Mulready sold for $5.00, 
which would be a very fair price 
today for an ordinary copy. 

Space will not permit going 
further with this review of old 
time auctions but i hope these 
examples widl indicate the early 
interest that existed in postal 
stationery of foreign countries, 
Occasional lots of foreign postal 
stationery appear in our auctions 
these days but, due to the lack of 
knowledge of this subject on the 
part of most auctioneers, such lots 
are seldom properly described or 
they lack the proper arrangement 
to attract sufficient competitive 
bidding. It is to be hoped that 
some leading auctioneers will pay 
more attention to this phase of 
philately in the future and per- 
haps employ expert advice in the 
arrangement description and pric- 
ing of lots offered for sale.

Sar 
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Interest In Philippine 
Stamps Brings Thoughts 
Of The Aguinaldo Issue 


With the temporary passing of 
Manilla to Japanese control, Phil- 
ippine Islands stamps take their 
turn in popular favor. In seeking 
to fill gaps, collectors may come 
across examples of a series not 
fisted by Gibbons or Scott, though 
users of Continental catalogues 
will be quite familiar with them. 
They are the “Moor” stamps used 
when war last raged over the is- 
lands. Their use came about in 
this manner: ; 

During 1896-7 the Spaniards 
were much troubled in their un- 
easy rule by revolutionaries un- 
der a patriot named Emilio 
‘Aguinaldo, However, this Moro 
leader was “got at” by the auth- 
orities and retired to Singaore. In 
point of fact, he realized that his 
party was not yet strong enough 
to wage a successful war against 
Spain-—better to “retire” and wait 
for a more favorable opportunity, 
han to lose and die! He had not 
long to wait, for the Spanish- 
‘American war broke out during 
the following year. Somebody on 
the American side remember- 
ed him and suggested that he be 
invited to return to foment and 
lead a Moro revolt against the 


Spaniards. Aguinaldo was de- 
lighted, and landed at Cavite in 
May, 1898. 


His first action was to get into 
touch with a notorious secret so-

ciety, the Katass-taasang Kalaga- 
yan Katipunan—the Sovereign 
Worshipful Association of the 
Sons of the Country—whose sole 
aim was complete independence. 
He let it be known that in his 
opinion now was the _ time to 
strike; not only against Spain, 
but the United States too. He se- 
cured wide support, established a 
government at Bacolor, and, be- 
fore the surprised Americans 
realized what their “friend” was 
up to, swept on to Malcolos, at 
the very gates of Manila, which 
Was at that time the Spanish 
headquarters. Shortly, large tracts 
of territory were under Moro con- 
trol, nd it was not really until 
after the American capture of 
Manila, on August 13, 1898, that 
they realized that Aguinaldo was 
not their friend, but an enemy 
even more dangerous than the 
Spaniards. Long after Spain had 
ceased operations, the Moros were 
in the field. Though only a few 
miles from Manilla, it took Gen- 
eral McArthur nearly eight 
months to reach Malolos, but 
though the Moro capital fell on 
March 31, 1899, fighting went on 
for months in the hill country. 


Upon arrival at Malolos, the 
Americans found every sign of an 
organized government, even to 
complete plants for lithographing 
and perforating stamps. In pass- 
ing, it may be mentioned that the 
stones were preserved at the Ma- 


nila Museum, at least until the 
Japanese got there! 


The stamps are in three prin- 


cipal designs, featuring either a 
five-pointed star or a sun. with 
a human

first postage stamp was inscribed 


CORREO Y TELEGRAFOS along

prominently. In very 


small characters below the base 
of the triangle appears the value, 
2 CENTS. Perforated 11% and 
rose in color, this stamp is 
amongst the scarcest of the series, 
being listed at about 10/- mint 
and 27/6 used, In common with 
all its fellows, used specimens are 
at a premium. 

Rarest of all is a stamp identi- 
cal in all respects save in the in- 
scription along the top. This reads 
CORREOS only, specimens being 
priced at 30/-- mint and 40/- 
used. Owing to the difficulty there 
was in reading the value, the 
shading below the triangle was 
removed in a third design, thus 
leaving the 2 CENTS upon an un- 
colored background. In all other 
respects, this quite common stamp 
is identical with its predecessors. 

Early in 1899 a large-sized reg- 
istration stamp was. issued. In 
general design it was much like 
the postage’ stamps, but a five- 
pointed star replaced the triangle 
and sun in the centre. It is in- 
scribed CERTIFICADO along the 
top and 8 C. DE PESO at the foot, 
again in uncolored panels. Green 
in color, like all the others, it was 
perforated 11%, but imperforate 
copies are known.. Normal speci- 
mens are catalogued at 6d. and 
1/6, imperforate varieties at 2/- 
and 5/- mint and used. 


Dated 1888-9 in the design, a 
newspaper stamp was also issued. 
This shows the sun inside a cir- 
cular band bearing the inscrip- 
tion GOBNO REVOLUCIONARIO 
FILIPINAS. (This same inscrip- 
tion also appears on the registra- 
tion stamp.) Black in color, this 
newspaper stamp was _ issued 
both perforated and inperforate, 
mint and used, of either variety 
being listed at about 6d. each. 

A pair of telegraph stamps 
complete the series. These are in- 
scribed TELEGRAFOS at the top 
and the central design is again 
that of the sun, but the enclosing 
circle is absent. There were two 
values, 2c. violet and 50c. blue. 
They are worth but a copper or 
two each, 

The Moros have always been 
passionately devoted to _ their 





country and its independence. It 


will be interesting to see whether 
they bow down to the little yel- 
low men or again rise to fight for 
the freedom that had already 
been planned for them by the 
United States. 

The stamps reviewed were in 
use over vast territories where 
only Aguinaldo’s fiat held sway. 
They are in no sense “locals,” 
and it is difficult to understand 
why Gibbons and Scott ignore 
them, the latter more especially 
so when we learn from one of 
their own authorities that © the 
stamps “were issued with proper 
authority, for legitimate purpo- 
ses-”"—‘‘The Stamp _ Collectors’ 
Fortnightly.” 





Astronomical Stamps 
A Sideline Collection 


Among the Sciences and Aris 
represented in the Stamp Album, 
Astronomy has hitherto played 
no very important part. True, the 
constellation of the Southern 
Cross figures as the national em- 
blem of Brazil in the designs of a 
number of stamps of that nation, 
as well as upon the 1%d, South 
African War stamp of New Zea- 
land, the Silver Jubilee stamps of
